contest 
case brought by Judge A. F. W ingort 
against C. W. Middlekauff. Perhaps 
never before in the history of the cir­ 
cuit haa the occasion been consid­ 
ered im portant enough 
to require 
the judgm ent o f the full befifh. The 
attorneys for Mr. Middlekauff 
ob­ 
jected to the hearing of the case on 
the ground that no court had been 
vested with jurisdiction to hear a eon 
test for the senatorial 
o ffice, and It 
was claimed that 
in four 
sim ilar 
cases brought before 
other circuit 
judges all had been decided adverse­ 
ly to the allowance of jurisdiction. 
Three recent primary acts had been 
adjudged 
unconstitutional by 
the 
suprem e court because the legisla­ 
ture had attem pted to combine Into 
one act offices affected by the m inor­ 
ity representation feature of the con­ 
stitution and others that were not, 
and in the enactm ent of the present 
law it was said that inadvertently no 
probislons for the contesting of nom­ 
inations for senators and representa­ 
tives had been made. After extended 
argum ents, however, the court unan­ 
imously decided that the case 
had 
been properly brought hv Mr, W 1 n - 
gert and that he was entitled to a re­ 
count of the ballots Tie was repre­ 
sented in the case by his brother, At­ 
torney E 
E. W ingert 
of thi« city, 
and by Attorney Henry Mackay or 
Mt. Carroll. The actual recount will 
not take place for several weeks yet, 
and as the winner was <>n the face 
of the returns hut one vote ahead of 
the loser, it Is likely 
that the 
re­ 
count will great 1 v change this differ­ 
ence, one way or the other.

under the wing« , etc. As soon as the 
chick« are hatched these large lice 
go to them from the hens. A 
« i n g l e 
large gray louse can torture a chick 
to death. 


T here Is but two remedies for lice 
- examine frequently 
work.

quart of kerosene add 1-1 pint crude 
carbolic add Shave a pound » )f hard 
soap In a half gallon of water, ball­ 
ing until soap is in solution. W hile 
hot, add kerosene and acid, mix brisk 
ly for 15 minutes until a cream y sub 
stanco results then add 20 quarts of 
warm w ater an,| spray every place 
where fowls are k» » pt. F or live 
on 
bodies, add 11) drops each of oil of 
sassafras, cedar and pennyroyal 
to 
1-4 pint of melted lard and apply to 
fowls until fr» » o from lice, but never 
apply oils too freely.
